Torney G eneral Hospital's th o r­ 
ough cooperation w ith the W ar 
D epartm ent 
M anpow er 
B oard’s 
declared program of conservation 
of m ahpow er and m an hours in 
all m ilitary installations, has es­ 
tablished an enviable record for 
the hospital according to a recent 
report. 
E arly this m onth w hen Colonel 
A nthony P. Logorio and Colonel 
Clifford L. B urnham , of the N inth 
Section, W ar D epartm ent M an­ 
pow er B oard m ade a three-day 
personnel survey a t the hospital 
they found th at Torney’s m an­ 
pow er conservation program had 
resulted in the saving of 261,600 
m an hours for the first 6 m onths 
of 1944. 
D uring the m onth of July an 
additional 8200 m an hours w ere 
saved over the m onth of June. 
This conservation, effected par­ 
tially through reduction in p er­ 
sonnel 
and 
consolidation 
of 
w ork activities w as influenced 
m aterially by the Job M ethods 
T raining Course given to ninety 
key civilian and m ilitary w ork­ 
ers. 
A series of studies of routine 
operations involved in functions 
of the hospital revealed a 20 Vo 
reduction in

cut in 
transportation distances. 
A b reak down survey of m an

suggestion m ay reasonably expect 
to receive m ore than perfunctory 
consideration in W ashington. For 
Mrs. C arnell’s civic interests and 
generosity transcended the boun­ 
daries of the immediate com m un­ 
ity scene. 
The national scope of her in­ 
terest was manifested, as the m u­ 
nicipal resolution points out, in 
substantial gifts to m ilitary pro­ 
jects, such as W right and P atter­ 
son Fields—world centers of av­ 
iation progress. As a m em orial to 
her son, S tu art Patterson, one of 
the pioneers of the air who gave 
his life in the last W orld War, 
Mrs. C arnell built and equipped a

G iven to a peacetim e 
Dayton, w hen the crisis of the 
present W orld w ar was hardly 
even imagined, that airfield now 
is an im portant center of the his­ 
tory m aking A rm y A ir Forces. 
But if these patriotic interests 
of Dayton’s benefactor are not 
sufficient to m eet the com petition 
of other prom inent citizens re ­

Human Reconversion 
Perhaps the most far-reaching veterans reha­ 
bilitation program in all history is well under way 
in at least a dozen States, the dispatches announce 
—a program designed to assist wounded veterans 
to reshape their lives and carve out gainful and 
prideful places for themselves in the post-war 
world.The completed plans, according to the Veterans 
Administration, call for establishment of between 
75 and 100 vocational counseling and rehabilitation 
centers in the colleges and universities throughout 
the United States. The best qualified vocational 
counselors in the country will aid in the work, and 
top-ranking scientific and educational care will be 
available in the cooperative program. At present, 
veterans with a minimum of 10 per cent disability 
are eligible for the service. 
The objective is not the simple piatter of re­ 
storing men to their former places in society, but 
to discover and develop latent talents and abilities, 
to overcome handicaps and disabilities, to train 
proficient, prideful workmen who neither need nor 
ask outside aid, to open for veterans the richer, 
fuller lives they have earned the right to live. 
Already 3000 wounded men have embarked on 
the rehabilitation and “retooling” program. More 
thousands shortly will set their feet on the broad 
avenue to purposeful living from which a grateful 
nation is trying to smooth the obstacles. 
In the years ahead when many of the sprawling, 
jerry-built boomtowns that war created and re­ 
conversion desolated are buried in the dust of time, 
the enduring values of this human reconversion 
program will make America a finer, better nation 
for generations to come.

Dies After 


Lingering Illness 


John Steven McGroarty, Cali­ 
fornia poet laureate, died Monday 
night at St. V incent’s hospital in 
Los Angeles after a long illness. 
He was 81 years old and cam e to 
Los Angeles in 1901 from Penn­ 
sylvania. For the past 28 years he 
has conducted a page in th e Los 
A ngeles Times called “Seen From 
the Green V erduga Hills.” He 
w as known all over Southern 
California as the author of this 
colum n and th e famed “Mission 
Play”, w ritten in 1911 in R iver­ 
side and perform ed annually at 
San G abriel Mission. 
He also w rote the plays “La 
G olondrina” 
and 
“El Dorado," 
and such books as “Just C alifor­ 
nia,” “W ander Songs,” and "The 
K ing's H ighw ay.” He was decor­ 
ated by Pope Pius XI w ith the 
O rder of St. Gregory and was 
knighted by the king of Spain in 
1930. 
Mr. M cG roarty was closely as­ 
sociated w ith th e political history 
of the Townsend old-age pension 
m ovem ent, and as a m em ber of 
congress from the 11th C alifornia 
1 district he served for two term s 


i from 1935 to 1939. 
His home w as in Tujunga, in 
the Verdugo hills northw est of 
Glendale.

Mrs. Adams said her son's 
morale is tine although he w ill 
be in the hospital tor a year or 
more.

CiI Rise to Remark ” 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


Congress goes back to W ashing­ 
ton. The call is out for th e com­ 
mittees whose bills have most 
directly to do w ith such subjects 
as reconversion and demobiliza­ 
tion. W hen the bills start coming 
to the floor, in another week or 
ten days, all the M em bers w ill be 
back. 
. 
It is a good sign. It m eans that 
the m ovem ent of the w ar is rapid 
enough 
to 
m ake people think 
about its end. The W ashington 
papers have been critical of both 
Congress and the President for 
slowness in post-w ar plans. It 
would be well however no t to be 
too optim istic. There is still war 
ahead, and all the tragedies that 
go w ith wars. This w ar must 
have a conclusive ending. Even a 
little sign pointing to the end is 
encouraging. 
Are you saving paper? 
The 
governm ent is doing its part, by 
helping you accum ulate the pap­ 
er. The OPA alone has requested 
statistical information on 7,715,­ 
229 form s, w hich is exclusive of 
the rationing forms and the in­ 
structions that go with them . 
The B yrd Comm ittee investi­ 
gated 89 concerns in 10 w ar in­ 
dustries and found that an aver­ 
age of 495,480 m an hours p er year 
were 
required to fill out the 
forms dem anded by governm ent 
agencies. The cost to one company 
which had only 4,000 employees, 


w as $90,000 per year, for this 
alone, and, the com pany had six 
departm ents devoting full tim e to 
th e preparation of 545 different 
reports on 66 different subjects. 
Here’s the $64 question for this 
week. If the per capita gross debt 
of the United States was $1461.35 
on June 30, 1944, was there ever 
a time in the history of the coun­ 
try when we had no debt? Did 
you say Yes, or No? In 1840, d u r­ 
ing the adm inistration of Presi­ 
dent Jackson, th e per capita debt 
of the United States was only 21 
cents. This was because the gov­ 
ernm ent 
was 
unable 
to 
find 
som e of the people who held gov­ 
ernm ent 
bonds, 
which 
would 
otherw ise have been paid off. 
In 1800 the debt was $15.87. It 
w en t down steadily to 1840. Then 
it began to rise, but after the 
C ivil W ar (in 1865) it was only 
$77.07. It w ent dow n again to the 
tim e of our entrance into W orld 
W ar I, then rose to another peak 
(in 1919) of $240.09. D uring the 
Coolidge adm inistration it w ent 
dow n to $131.49. In 1932 it was 
$155.93 and today $1461.35. This is 
th e Federal debt alone. If w e add 
S tate and local governm ent debts, 
th e 1944 total is about $1600. 


That is for each person in a 
fam ily. If you w an t the fam ily 
total, figure it u p for your own 
home. Then think a little.

Having rolled up a total of 400 
hours of combat flights to climax 
six years service in the Army 
Air Forces, Norman S. Goldstein,

but formerly 
Palm Springs resident,

ported 
for

Goldstein, a 29-year-old former
